and iii my judgment it was not pos- 
sible to have ccaled, as I said yes- 
terday that one of the conditions

AT SANTIAGO. 


He had ai-rived •with the squadron 


off Santiago at about 7 o'clock p. m.. 
May 28, he said and had then taken 
up his position five or six miles out. 
af terwnrds holding the fleet in forma- 
tion day and night. Ke Qiad on that 
first night sent the Marblehead closei 
in with instructions to keep close 
watch on the mouth of the harbor. 


That night he said, he had noticed 


signals from the shore known as 
blinkers, and he had also observed 
at that time lights on a lower plane. 
which he had since become convinced 
were from the Colon lying in the har- 
bcr. The next day he had discovered 
the presence of that Spanish vessel 
there, as he had that of others of the 
enemy's war vessels. 
He said t'l.it 


when he had thus secured irrefutable 
proof of the fact that the vessels were 
there and told Captain Sigsbee of the 
fact, that officer expressed surprise 
that such was really the fact. 


It was at tins period that he sent 


his dispatch to the department, giv- 
ing- absolute information of tt.e MCK- 
cnce of the Spaniards, and Si^sbco 
had earned this message to Mole St.

ADMIRAL SCHLEY'S PLANS. 


! 
Admiral Schley said after the ar- 


lival of the fleet in Santiago ho 
formed the blockade 021 the way a IK! 
believed such a squadron could be 
utilized for such duty. 
The ships 


were i« column broadside on to the 


, entrance of the harbor, so that a sim- 
ple turn of the wheel would biinp: 
thean in line if the enemy appeared. 
He called the captains cf the ships 
aboard and explained his idea of the 
blockade to them and also his gen- 
eral plan of attack. 
| 
His plan was to attack the neat) of 


tho column first and confuse and crip- 
ple ftich in turn. 


The picket boats were ts be used at 


torpedo boat destroyers. The ship. 
were to maintain steam so as to b^ 
able to steam twelve knots 
The flee, 


steamed back and foi-ti before tht 
entrance of the harbor. Iflorro cas- 
tle was at no time more than nv* 
miles away. He judged thu by the 
distinctness with which he could sec 
the surf. The bottoms of nil hi? 
ships were foul, perhaps a knot or *> 
knot and a half slowsr than they 
should have be*»n. The admiral ex- 
plained how the fle';t steumccl back 
and forth, using the bold headland; 
at night to determine there position 
with the picket boats always inside. 
Every night, except rain squalls oc- 
curred, and they were usually brief, 
the admiral testified that he coultf 
see thickets cither with the naked 
eye or with night glasses. He nevei 
went to bed without looking for the 
weather, and there was no night 
when ho could not distinguish tl.e 
laud and the Morro. 


BLOCKADE WAS EFFECTIVE. 
In concluding his description of the 


blockade that had been maintained. 
the Admi^l said: 


"That it was sufficient is snov/n by 


the fact that during its existence no 
vessel entered or escaped irom the 
haibor." 


Coming to the reconnohoncs of 


May 31. Admiral Schley said: 


"On the 31st, while the Brooklyn 


and the Marblehead and the Texas 
were coaling, I transferred my flag 
to the Massachusetts and determined 
that I would develop the fortifica- 
tions, because of information which 
we had on board from the laydro- 
graphic office. My impression now is 
it was rather undetermined. 


"I think ono stated that batteries 


were old and another stated that 
Krupps were mounted. 
The general 


belief, however, was that all of the 
southern places were very heavily 
fortified. 
In fact we know very lit- 


tle about the effect of higher powered 
artillery either on shore or aboard 
ship, and feeling- that I ought to 
knew something1 about the fortifica- 
tions which defended that place. I 
determined to go in and take advan- 
tage of what I believed to be the 
longer range of our guns and develop 
fully what these defenses were and 
incidentally if we could get a shot 
into the Colon th?.t was lying ex- 
pcsei somewhat to it. I think we 
were lying in a position perhaps four 
to five miles to the westward. 
The 


steaming1 in was at slow speed. 
I 


transferred my flag, named 7,000 
yards, and went on board the Massa- 
chusetts. 


NO CHANCE TO HIDE. 


"When I bearded her it was near

^a^ed in a conversation with Cap- 
tain (now admiral) Higginson.

was not excited," he went on, "nor 
nervous, for I need not' have under- 
taken the reconnaissance if I had not 
iesired to do so. I had some regard 
for those standing on the turrets, 
tmnking they were exposing them- 
selves to danger from shock, which 
was unnecessary to them, though I 
-A-as differently circumstanced, and I 
so expressed myself. 


POTTS IK" ERROR. 


"Commander Potts is entirely in 


error in saying that I tcok advantage 
of cover. 
That I did not d^ for I 


was not concerned about myself/' 


Speaking of the range of 7.000 


yards the admiral said that Com- 
mander Potts had himself reported 
on thit range and that he (Admiral 
Schley) had not known for several 
days that the range had been altered. 


"The moment we began firing,'' he 


went on, "the shore batteries re- 
sponded, some of them using smoke- 
less powder. 
There was quite a 


stream of projectiles, and I was im- 
pressed with the idea that they must 
be from guns of six or eight calibre. 
The shot from the Socapa battery 
evidently reached the fleet. 
Somo 


•xrertt over our ships and one went 
beyond and over tho Vixen, which 
was half a miJe distant. 


*'The strength of the latteries war 


then established, and it would havr 
been military folly to have risked 
the battleships further to fire from 
tliesa shore batteries undsr my in- 
structions. 
If we had lost one or 


two ,of our six or ssven vessels the 
loss would have been a very great 
disadvantage and it might have in- 
vited 'attack with disastrous results* 
I thought it the better policy to save 
the ships for wider and better us?, 
and subsequent events justified tho 
decision/7 


TALKS OF COALING, 


Here the witness abruptly turned 


from the 'bombardment of the Colon 
to a discussion of the 'coaling ques- 
tion. 
He said that his instructions 


had been to coal on every possible oc- 
casion. 
He then quoted and put in 


as evidence a number of dispatches 
giving the instructions of the depart- 
ment on this question. 
He related 


in this connection the receipt of ?. 
number cf dispatches from the de- 
partment which had, he said, been 
brought by Captain Cotton. 
He was 


sure that the dispatches could not 
have bsen received before May 21. 


When he received these dispatcher, 


the admiral, in answer to Qiiei'iov- 
by Mr. Raynor, testified th?t ha h:J 
already discovered the Spanish fleet. 


SURMOUNTED DIFFICULTIES. 
He had also surmounted the diffi- 


culties about calling1 and had ED in- 
formed the department. 
He had 


'tried to keep bis feet together, be- [ 
cause he believed that of prime im- < 
portance. He had not gone into for-1 
eign waters because he wished to | 
avoid, if possible, international com- 
plications. 


Beturning to the subject of the re- 


connoissance 
of May 31, Admiral 


Schley said that some of the younger 
officers who had testified were mis- 
taken. The deck of the Indiana had 
todiy a deck place showing where 
an eight-inch shell from the Santi- 


ago land fortifications had entered 
and wrecked her ward room. In de- 
scribing the Spanish fire that day 
Admiral Schley s*id, "it was in fact 
very lively for a few minutes." 


Admiral Schley also answered Cap- 


tun Folger's testimony, saying the 
captain had not told all the conversa- 
tion that had occurred concerning the 
blockade. The admiral said he adopt- 
ed the form of blockade employed be- 
cause it mad 3 the fleet more mobile 


and easily handled under signal. 


This Brought Admiral ScMcy to 


the .time of the arrival of Admiral 
Sampson, commander in chief of Vac 
North Atlantic squadron. In speak- 
ing of this event and the change in 
command which it involved, he ven- 
tured upon ground which Captain 
Lemly considered as somewhat ques- 
tionable.

helm, and I never saw the starboard 
side of the Texas.

he went on, "that I remember I could 
see men on the Spanish snips running 
between the superstructures; I could 
even see the daylight between their 
legs.

cause if he had undertaken to do so 
I should have reprimanded him.

ALL FIRED AT BROOKLYN. 
At this point the admiral said the 


leading one of the Spanish ships was 
on the Brooklyn's starboard bow and 
that not only all of the enemy's ships, 
but the forts a's well; were firing ap- 
parently at the Brooklyn. 


'That moment and the next fifteen 


minutes were the most serious of the 
combat/' ho said, and hfc told how 
jets of water were seen on all hands

COMING OP THE OREGON. 


Telling of the 'coming up of the 


Oregon during the chase Admiral 
Schley said he had never before re- 
alized that so mucli rapid fire was 
possible as was emitted from these 
two vessels. 
Both looked to him. he 


said, 'like sheets of flame. 


When the Marie Teresa went ashore 


the admiral said he had instructed 
Captain Cook to notify the men be- 
low and to keep them informed of 
the progress of events. 
"They can't 


see what is being done/' he said to 
Cook, "'and they want to know." 


The captain had obeyed this in- 


junction and the messages were re- 
ceived with cheers from *below. 


Describing the going- ashore of the 


Spanish ships in succession he said 
he 
knew the following American 


ships would take care of them and 
protect the Spaniards against the in- 
surgents, and the fire on their own 
ships. 


As the battle proceeded at this time 


the admiral said he was very anxious: 
about the range, as lie did not want 
the Teresa and the Vizcaya to get 
beyond the range. 
"I,feared the 


ships were gaining and asked Ellis, 
who was very expert with'the stadi- 
moter, and he replied, after a use of 
the instrument, that he thought we 
were holding our own. 


TRIBUTE TO ELLIS. 


"I thought differently at th64 time/' 


At this point the admiral paid his 
tribute to Ellis, who, he said, in the 
magnificent performance of his duties 
had lost his life. 
His voice lowered 


as he spoke gently of the shocking 
sight when the sailor was decapitat- 
ed by a shell which splattered his 
brains and blood upon the deck. 


"Some of it reached me," he said. 


He saw Lieutenant HcCaulley and 
the doctor pick the body up ar*d carry 
it to the sic'f* as if to throw it over- 
board.

rell, who told me of it. 
Went to 


Wallen on Friday with two son!s for 
purpose of assisting in 
searching. 


Possibly fifty or sixty of us divided 
into parties to search. 'Joseph Ba- 
diac and Andrew Fair were among 
my party. 
We went first down alley 


toward the mill: entered a vacant lot, 
enclosed by high board fence, six 
feet high; lot grown with weeds very 
tall and rank.

DUNN WANTED TO KNOW. 


Dunn had just come in with load 


of logs.

there.

REPORTS ON THE INSPECTION 


I/ATELY MADE. 


Niagara Tails, Oct. 25.—At last the 


falls of Niagara have been conquer- 
ed, and by a woman, for yesterday 
afternoon Mrs. Anna Edson Taylor, 
a widow, safely passed over them in 


* a barrel. 
It was beyond any con* 


ception "but her own that she would 
live to tell the story. 
But she is 


alive today and the doctors say as 
soon as she gets over the shock she 
will be all right. 


At 4:05 o'clock the barrel was set 


adrift and Mrs. Taylor was at the 
mercy of the current in waters that 
never before have been known to 
spare a human life. Prom the spot 
where the rowboat left the barrel the 
current runs frightfully swift and 
soon breaks over reefs that cause the 
water to toss in fury. 
The barrel 


was weighted with a 2,000-pound 
anvil, and it floated nicely in the 
water, Mrs. Taylor apparently re- 
taining an upright position for the 
greater part of the trip. In passing 
over the horseshoe 
fall the barrel 


kept toward the Canadian side at a 
point 300 feet from the center. 
It 


- dropped over the fall at 4:23 o'clock. 


In less than a minute it appeared at 
the base of the fall and was swept 
down stream. 
The current cast it 


aside in an eddy, and* floating back 
up stream, it was held ^between, two 
eddies until captured at 4:40 o'clock. 


As it was landed on a rock in the 


river it was difficult to handle, but 
several men soon had the hatch off. 
Mrs. Taylor was alive and conscious, 
but before she could be taken out of 
the barrel it was necessary to saw a 
portion of the top away. She is suf- 
fering greatly from the shock. She 
has a three-inch cut in her scalp 
•back of the right ear, but how or 
when she got it she does not know. 
She complains of pain between the 
shoulders, but this is thought to be 
from the fact that her shoulders were 
thrown back during the plunge, as 
she had her arms in straps, and these 
undoubtedly saved her neck from 
breaking. While thanking God for 
sparing her life, she warns every- 
body against trying to make the 
trip. Mrs. Taylor is 43 years-old. 
She was born in. Auburn, N. Y., and 
has crossed the American continent 
eight times.

CZOLGOSZ TO DIE TUESDAY. 


Albany, N. Y., Oct. 25.-Leon F. 


Czolgosz, the murderer of President 
McKinley, will be electrocuted at 7 
o'clock next Tuesday morning at the 
Auburn prison. Warden Mend select- 
ed Tuesday so that final arrange- 
ments may be made Monday. He is 
following the general custom of the 
state prisons relative to electrocu- 
tions. The sentence of the court w?^ 
that the execution of Czolgosz should 
take place during the week com- 
mencing October 28, leaving to the 
warden full power to select the day. 
This latOtude was given tho warden 
to secure secrecy as to the time cf 
the execution and to guard against 
delay from accident, such as in 1893 
caused a delay of an hour in an exe- 
cution after the condemned man had 
been taken into the death chamber. 
There have been twenty-six invita- 
tions issued and they are non-trans- 
ferable. Each witness must present 
his invitation to the warden and he 
must be identified.

PHILADELPHIA FIRE. 


NUMBER OF DEAD UNKNOWN 


GASOLINE EXPLOSION CAUSE OF 


BLAZE. 


THE' FIRE 
SPREAD RAPIDLY 


GREAT CONFLAGRATION FOR A 


TIME THREATENED*. 


Philadelphia, Oct. 25.—A fire in 


which, the police say, seventeen per- 
sons lost their lives, many more wira 
seriously and perhaps fatally injured, 
occurred today-in the heart of ti 
business section of the city. 
The 


nine-story building tit 1219 and 1SS1 
Market street, occupied by Hunr, 
Wilkinson & Co., upholsterers and 
furniture dealers, and two unoccu- 


pied buildings at 1223 and 1225 Mar- 
ket street, were destroyed. 
Many 


ether buildings were damaged nnd 
the loss is estimated to be upwards 
of $500,000. 


The -fire started at 10:30 
o'clock. 


It is supposed to have been caus?d by 
an explosion of benzine or napth^, 
which, with other materials lined in 
the manufacture of furniture, wns 
stored in .the cellar. The flames, shot 
up the elevator s'lmft nnd in less thnn 
five minutes eveiy one of itlie nine 
floors of the structure was ablaze. 


There were 320 employeis, men nnd 


women, at work in the different de- 
partments at the time. Those on the 
second floor were the first to see the 
•flam as. 


WILD RUSH TO ESCAPE. 


Instnntly there was 'a wild rush f or 


the fire escapes, "but owhisj to the 
highly inflammable nature of the ma- 
terial used lay the firm, the blaae 
spread with 
remarkable- 
rapidity, 


dealing death to the unfortunate ns 
they made frantic but unsuccessful 
efforts to escape. 


One woman leaped from, one o£ the 


top floors into Market street and was 
instnntlty 
killed. 
Another 
was 


roasted to death as she was d^siend- 
ing the fire escape in the reav of the 
building. Two others either jumped 
or fell from the fire escape :uid were 
killed. Five others who leaped from 
windows were picked up living, but 
they died on the way to the hospital. 


While the fire escape was flllad 


with the panic-stricken men nnd wo- 
men ,the wall collapsed and eight 
persons are known to have been bur- 
ied in the ruins. 
A few minutes 


[ator the front wall fell inward and 
it is not known whether nny bodies 
are under it. 


If such, is -the case, the persons were 


probably "burned to death before the 
wall collansocl. 


PILES 0^ VICTIMS. 


When the firemen reached the rear 


3f the building, which faces 011 Com- 
merce street—a small thoroughfare— 
they found the street literally piled 
up "with victims who -had been cu- 
rled down by the falling wall. Thee? 
were hastily conveyed to the iicnrcst 
liosnitals. 


At 2 o'clock the fire is still buTmng-, 


but is undftr control. 


A new eifflit-story 'building at 1S17 


Market street, ns yet unoccupied, pre- 
sented the spread of the flames to the 
mstward, in which direction they 
.vere blown by the wind. Otherwise 
the city would have witnessed prob- 
ably the greatest conflagration in its 


istory. 
Several business houses on the

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WOMAN GETS OVER NIAGARA 


MP.S. TAYLOR LEAPS FALLS IN 


A BARHEL. 


Amazing Peat That Has Never Be- 


fore Been Performed—Escaped 


With Slight Injuries. 


Niagara Falls, Oct. 25.—At last the 


falls of Niagara have been conquer- 
ed, and by a woman, for yesterday 
afternoon Mrs. Anna Edson Taylor, 
a widow, safely passed over them iu 


• a barrel. 
It was beyond any con- 


ception but her own that she would 
live to tell the story. But slie is 
alive, iodny and the doctors say as 
soon as she gets over the shock she 
will "be all right. 


At 4:05 o'clock the barrel was set 


adrift and Mrs. Taylor was at the 
mercy of the current in waters that 
never before lave been known, to 
spare a human life. 
From the spot 


where the rowboat left the barrel the 
current runs frightfully swift and 
soon, 'breaks over reefs that cause the 
water to toss in fury. 
The barrel 


.was -weighted with a 2,000-pound 
anvil, and it floated nicely in the 
water, 'Mrs. Taylor apparently re- 
taining an upright position for tbe 
greater part of the trip. In passing 
over the horseshoe 
fall the barrel 


kept toward the Canadian side at a 
point 300 feet from the center. 
It 


• dropped over the fall at 4:23 o'clock. 


In less than a minute it appeared at 
the base of the fall and was swept 
down stream. 
The current cast it 


aside in an eddy, and, floating- back 
np stream, it was held "between two 
eddies until captured at 4:40 o'clock. 


As it was landed on a rock in the 


river it was difficult to handle, but 
several men soon had the hatch off. 
•Mrs. Taylor was alive, and conscious, 
but before she could be taken out of 
the "barrel it was necessary to saw a 
portion of the top away. She is suf- 
fering greatly from the shock. She 
lias a three-inch cut in. her scalp 
toack of the right ear, but how or 
when she got it she 'does not know. 
She complains of paiu between the 
shoulders, but this is thought to be 
from the fact that her shoulders were 
thrown back during the plunge, as 
she had her arms in straps, and these 
undoubtedly saved her neck from 
breaking. 
While thanking God for 


sparing her life, she warns every- 
body against trying' to make the 
trip. 
Mrs. Taylor is 43 years-old. 


She was born in Auburn, N. Y., and 
has crossed the American continent 
eight, times.

McKinley, will be electrocuted at 7 
o'clock next Tuesday morning at the 
Auburn prison. Warden Mead select- 
ed Tuesday so that final arrange- 
ments may be made Monday. He is 
following the general custom of the 
state prisons relative to electrocu- 
tions. The- sentence of tbe court was 
(that the execution, of Czolgoss should 
take place during .the week com- 
mencing October 28, leaving to the 
warden full power to select the diy. 
This latitude was given tho warden 
to secure secrecy us to the time of 
the execution and .to guard against 
delay from accident, such as in 1893 
caused -a delay of an hour in an exe- 
cution after the condemned man had 
been taken into the death chamber.

says the Sofia, Bulgaria, correspond- 
ent of the World. C. M. Dickinson, 
the diplomatic agent or envoy of the 
United States in Bulgaria, aa well as 
consul general at ConstanunoTjle, in 
an interview, said: 


I still think that tins Bulgarian 


government 
will bring 
pressure 


enough to bear on tho Macedonian 
committee and through it on the 
brigands to release their captives. 


"Some members of the committee 


were arrested by the Bulgarian, gov- 
ernment, but they were released in a 
few days. 


"If Prince Ferdinand's (Bulgarian) 


government relaxes its pressure on 
tho committee, nothing will be left 
but to pay the ransom in order to se- 
cure the safety of Miss Stone and her 
companion, Mrs. K. S. Tsilka, ami 
thenceforth endanger the lives and 
safety of the American residents in 
this country or traveling through it. 


"I liave absolute proof of the com- 


plicity in the crime of some mem- 
bers of the Macedonian, committee. 


"The brigands who attacked Miss 


Stone's party were disguised 
in 


Turkish fez and cloak. But two of 
them, threw back their cloaks during; 
the attack ,thus revealing- the uni- 
form of the Macedonian committee. 
They were recognized, too, as Bulgar- 
ians. 
Moreover, they spoke poor 


Turkish but good Bulgarian, and ate 
ham and bacon. 


"The leading members of the Bul- 


garian government agree, I believe, 
that the brigands «re willing- to sur- 
render to the Bulgarian troops, and 
that in this case there would ba no 
danger to the captives, but if they 
should be attacked by Turkish troops 
the brigands would fight to the last 
find then kill the captives. 
The 


Turkish troops are under orders not 
to attack the brigands, even if they 
are fired upon."
